! The  Committee  have  thought  proper  to  rejeff  the 
method  of  feparating,  by  means  of  water ,  the  finer  parts 
of  fuch  fubjiances  as  were  ordered  to  be  reduced  into  an 
impalpable  powder x  and  retaining  them  only  for  ufe.jljhis 
appeared  to  me  a  notable  improvement ,  and  I  was  in¬ 
clined  to  think  fo  from  its  being  the  firjl  alteration  in 
the  Review ,  Draughty  or  Plan  for  a  new  Pharmaco¬ 
poeia.  Several  experiments  occafionally  made ,  have  fully 
convinced  me  of  the  excellence  and  necejfity  of  the  me¬ 
thod  above  recommended ;  for  however  carefully  or  ex - 
attly  bodies  are  levigated  with  the  common  inftruments, 
fome  parts  of  them  will  fiill  be,  found  gr offer  than  is 
ufually  fufpeSted ,  capable  of  giving  fuch  a  degree  of  ir¬ 
ritation ,  as  to  prove  injurious ,  or  of  occa/toning  them  to. 
pafs  off  by  gr  offer  emurtSories  than  they  are  defined  to  : 
and  altho 5  fo  much  nicety  does  not  feem  to  be  wanted  in 
the  fof  ter  Teftacea ,  or  fuch  other  fubjiances  as  are  eajily 
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fallible  in  the  animal  fluids  \yet  Mercurius  Dulcis  in  far-' 
ticular ,  Lapis  Haematites,  Antimonium,  Lapis  Ca«? 
laminaris,  and  Tutia,  demand  this  treatment .  The  three 
laft  are  ex f  ref  sly  ordered  in  the  Flan  to  be  reduced  with 
fmgular  care  into  as  flub  tile  a  powder  as  poflible .

The  Seeds  of  Quinces  are  very  apt  to  grow  mouldy  % 
eind  therefore  this  preparation  which  is  not  at  all  want ■* 
ed,  fhould  feem  not  of  fujficient  importance  to  merit  be¬ 
ing  received  in  the  future  Pharmacopoeia.

This  is  entirely  expunged  the  Plan ,  as  it  has  long 
been  from  the  floops.  It  is  likewife  left  out  in  the  laft 
edition  of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia .

The  juice  is  ordered  in  the  Plan  to  be  defecated  (that 
is,  I  fuppofe^  feeparated  from  its  fences  by  decantation 
and  Jimple  colature ,  in  the  manner  that  the  Sued  Scor - 
butici  are  directed)  all  the  Sugar  is  now ,  and  indifpute- 
ably  with  good  reafeon ,  rejected.

SUCCUS  GLYCYRRHIZiE,  A  45* 

In  making  the  Succus  Glycyrrhiza,  more  properly  called 
in  the  Plan  Extraffum  Glycyrrhiza ,  the  degree  of  thick - 
nefs  to  which  the  infpiffation  ought  to  be  carried ,  is  de¬ 
termined  by  its  not  flicking  to  the  fingers .  If  this 
Extract  be  carefully  made ,  it  will  have  afar  more  agree¬ 
able  tafte  and  fmell  than  that  ufually  found  in  the  Jhops , 
which  is  commonly  bitter,  not  unfrequently  burnt ,  and 
mixed  with  fand  and  other  impurities .  Ho  prepare  this 
Medicine  with  the  due  degree  of  nicety  is  fomewhat  dif¬ 
ficult ,  as  the  matter  is  very  apt  to  get  an  empyreuma 
before  it  is  brought  to  a  due  confidence  ;  and  indeed  this 
is  hardly  poffible  to  be  avoided  by  the  common  way  of 
evaporation ,  where  the  heat  is  apply*!  only  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  containing  veffel . 

EXTRACTUM  CORTICIS  PERUVIAN! 

Molle  et  Durum,  A  47* 

The  Committee  have  made  fome  alterations  in  their 
mre  hi  ion  for  preparing  this  Extract :  I  fh  all  therefore 
give  it  the  reader ,  that  by  comparing  them  he  may  be 
the  better  able  to  judge  of  their  difference . 

EXTRACT  of  PERUVIAN  BARK  foft  and  hard 

Take  of  Peruvian  Bark  one  pound. 

Water  ten  or  twelve  pints. 

Boil  them  together  for  an  hour  or  two «  pour  off 
the  liquor,  which  will  be  then  red  and  clear,  but 
upon  growing  cold,  will  turn  yellow  and  turbid  5 
pour  on  the  Bark  the  fame  quantity  of  Water  afrefh, 

and 
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and  boil  as  before,  repeating  this  till  the  liquor 
on  cooling  appears  limpid  •,  then  drain  all  the  liquors 
together,  and  evaporate  to  a  due  confidence  over  a 
lolt  fire,  carefully  avoiding  an  empyretima. 

The  Committee  are  pie af ed  to  communicate  the  rea¬ 
sons  following  for  directing  the  ExtraT  of  Bark  to  he 
made  with  Water  alone ,  becaufe  the  phlegm  which  is 
left  after  the  drawing  off  of  the  vinous  Spirit,  gives 
an  ill  flavour  to  the  extrad.  But  if  a  highly  rec¬ 
tified  Spirit  he  employed ,  this  objection  has  no  place , 
and  if  the  directions  given  in  the  note  already  referred 
toy  he  ohferved ,  this  procefs  may  he  completed  in  lefs 
time ,  and  with  lefs  trouble  than  the  above ,  and  the 
preparation  itfelf  poffihly  he  more  elegant ;  for  the 
danger  of  an  empyreuma  is  avoided ,  lefs  deco  hi  ion  be¬ 
comes  necejjary ,  the  compofition  is  render'd  uniform ,  and 
fiot  fo  liable  to  grow  mouldy  as  that  made  by  Water . 

EXTRACTUM  RUDII, 

Take  of  Socotrine  Aloes  two  ounces, 

Colocynth  clear’d  of  the  fkin  fix  drams, 
Scammony, 

Leflfer  Cardamom  Seeds  {miked,  of  each 
half  an  ounce, 

Proof  Spirits,  one  pint. 

Cut  the  Colocynth  final  1,  and  bruife  the  feeds  5  pour 
^>n  them  the  Spirit*  and  macerate  for  four  days  in  a  gentle 
jheat  *,  then  prefs  out  the  Tindure,  and  add  the  Aloes 
and  Scammony  in  Powder  %  when  thefe  are  diflolved^ 
draw  off  the  Spirit,  and  reduce  the  whole  into  a  con¬ 
fidence  fit  for  making  pills. 

This  is  called  in  the  Flan  Extradum  Cat  harden  m, 
as  being  greatly  altered  from  the  compofition  of  which 
Rudius  was  fuppofed  the  author .  The  Agaric ,  black 

Hellebore  and  Turbeth  are  rejected^  and  the  quantity  of 
Aloes  increafed .  This  emendation  is  greatly  to  the  ad¬ 
vantage 
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vantage  of  the  medicine ,  as  is  the  infertion  of  Cardan 
moms  in  the  room  of  three  fpices ,  for  this  retains  fame 
of  its  virtues  in  an  Extrabf^vdhich  the  others  entirely  lofe  % 
hut  I  am  fill  of  opinion ,  that  a  rectified  Spirit  and  Wa¬ 
ter  are  preferable  to  a  fnall  Spirit  for  making  this 
ExtraEt.  See  the  foregoing  note  on  the  Extraffi  of 
Bark.  See  likewife  page  47.  The  alterations  above 
are  perfectly  agreeable  to  the  former  remark  on  this  pre¬ 
paration. 

RESINA  JALAP  1 19  *49- 

An  Extract  of  Jalap,  made  with  a  rectified  Spirit 
and  Water *  is  now  admitted  as  preferable  to  the 
Rejin ,  and  certainly  it  is  fa *  not  only  becaufe *  as  the 
Committee  alledge ,  Refins  diffolve  ill  in  the  flomach  ; 
hut  likewife  for  reafons  already  mentioned  in  the  note  on 
this  preparation.  See  page  49,  This  medicine  is  heft 
prepared  according  to  the  dire  A  ions  given  in  the  note  on 
the  Extract  of  the  Bark.  See  page  47.  If  the  Tinc¬ 
ture  made  with  the  Spirit  and  the  impregnated  Waters * 
he  both  evaporated  till  they  grow  thick ,  before  they  are 
mixed ,  as  directed  in  the  Plan ,  the  Rejinous  parts 
will  not  be  equally  diffufed,  nor  perfe illy  blended  with 
the  gummy  ones.  * 

The  Committee  have  added  to  this  article  an  Ex  trad: 
of  Savin,  and  an  Extrad  of  Guaiacum  Wood,  both 
made  with  Water.  The  firft  has  been  kept  a  confiderable 
time  in  the  /hops ,  and  the  latter  has  been  muchinufa  at* 
me  of  our  hofpitals *

SAL  MARINUS  DECREPITATUS,  p-  50. 

This  procefs  has  at  length  been  rejeffed^  as  no  longer 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  Pharmacopoeia . 

SAL  POLYCHRESTUS, 

This  Salt  is  now  rejected,  beings  as  the  Committee  ob«* 
ferve ,  fimilar  in  qualities  to  Nitrum  Yitriolatum  and 
/Tartarum  Vitriolatum  5  the  firft  is  the  caput  mortuum 
of  Glauber's  Spirit  of  Nitre ,  which ,  the  J hops  being 
burthen' d  with^  has  been  put  off  for  this  preparation. 
It  fhould  therefore  feem ,  that  the  acid  of  Sulphur  and 
Vitriol  are  alike ,  and  therefore  may  fupply  the  place 
of  each  other  ;  and  that  the  part  of  Nitre  and  far  tar \ 
which  remains  after  they  have  undergone  the  affion  of 
the  fire ,  is  alfo  fimilar . 

TARTARUM  SOLUBlLE,  p- s*- 

Take  of  any  Ext  Alkaline  Salt  half  a  pound. 

Water  one  gallon. 

DiEblve  the  Salt  in  the  Water  boiling  ;  then  gra-f 
dually  add  Cryftals  of  Tartar  till  they  no  longer  ex¬ 
cite  an  effervefcence,which  ufually  ceafes  after  fifteen 
ounces  have  been  thrown  in.  Filtre  the  liquor  thro* 
paper,  and  when  it  is  duly  exhaled,  fet  it  to  cryftab- 
lize  ;  or  evaporate  the  water  till  a  dry  fait  is  left. 

fhis  procefs  is  fomewhat  facilitated  by  fetting  down 
the  proportion^  by  which  the  faturation  of  the  two  in¬ 
gredients  is  for  the  moftpart  nearly  to  be  effected ;  but  it 
is  very  much  ffortened  by  allowing  the  Salt  to  be  obtained 

by 
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ly  evaporating  entirely  away  the  Water  finfte ad  of  waiting 
for  its  J hooting  into  cry  ft  als.  Unprepared  white  Tartar 
is  probably  better ,  or  at  leaft  as  good  for  this  purpofe , 
as  that  which  is  prepared ,  or  Cryftals  of  Tartar  ;  for 
there  is  rcafon  to  fufpeffi  that  certain  mediums  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  preparation ,  to  facilitate  its  folution  in 
Water,  which  may  make  this  procefs  turn  out  otberwife 
Sloan  e^pc^ped. 

LAPIS  INFERNALIS,  P-$3- 

This  preparation  is  omitted^  upon  the  fuppofition  that 
it  is  grown  out  of  ufe.

The  Committee  have  in  the  Plan  allowed  fire  to  be  ufed 
in  the  preparation  of  Soap  for  medicinal  purpofes  ;  and 
poffibly  with  good  reafo jince  the  Oil  and  Salt  are  more 
perfectly  muted  by  it  than  can  be  eaftly  done  by  any  other 
means ;  and  the  degree  of  heat  is  fo  fmall  as  not  to  make 
any  great  impreffion  on  the  Oil .  The  procefs^  as  now  fet 
down ,  is  remarkably  curious ,  and  the  Soap 5  it  is  faid ,  lefs 
difagreeable  than  tbofe  ufually  met  with.  I  jhall  there- 
fore ,  for  the  benefit  of  the  reader ,  infert  ity  and  add  & 
few  remarks , 

A  LYE  FOR  MAKING  SOAR 
Take  Ruffian  potafhes. 

Quick  lime,  of  each  equal  parts. 

Sprinkle  on  them  as  much  water  as  will  flake  thd 
lime ;  then  pour  on  a  fufficient  quantity  of  water  to 
extrad  the  fait,  and  ftir  the  whole  well  together ; 
let  the  lye  fettle,  and  if  there  be  any  occafion,  filtre 
It.  A  pint  of  this  liquor  ought  to  weigh  fi.xteen 
ounces;  if  it  fhould  prove  heavier,  add  to  every 
pint  as  many  ounces  and  half  ounces  of  water  as  it 
weighs  drams  more ;  if  it  is  lighter,  boil  it  till  as 
many  are  wafted,  or  pour  it  on  frefh  lime  and  allies. 
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In  order  to  make  this  Lye  to  advantage ,  the  Ruffian 
Potajhes  muff  be  powder'd,  otherwife  they  will  take  a 
long  time  in  diffohing.  After  you  have  thrown  water 
enough  iipon  the  Lime  (which  ought  to  be  frejh  from 
the  kiln  and  well  burnt ;  this  may  be  known  by  its  compa¬ 
rative  lightnefs)  to  fake  it,  cover  it  all  over  with  the 
AJhes .  When  the  Lime  is  fallen  to  pieces ,  mix  the  Salt ' 
and  it  well  together  \  then  put  them  into  an  earthen  pan, 
and  to  every  two  pound  of  the  mixture *  pour  a  gallon 
of  boiling  Water  (cold  will  do)  and  ftir  them  well  to¬ 
gether :  When  the  Lye  is  perfectly  fettled  and  fine, 
which  will  be  in  four  or  five  Hours,  decant  it  for  ufe: 
Upon  the  faces  pour  the  fame  quantity  of  Water,  and 
proceed  as  before.  In  order  to  know  the  ftrength  of 
your  Lye,  pour  a  pint  of  Water  into  a  bottle  of  fuch 
a  fize  that  the  liquor  may  rife  fome  height  into  its  neck, 
and  mark  the  place  with  a  diamond :  Fill  the  bottle  with 
the  firfi  Lye  up  to  the  mark,  and  for  every  quarter  of 
an  ounce  that  it  weighs  above  fixteen  ounces  troy-weight, 
add  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  the  fecond  Lye  to  every  pint 
of  the  firfi :  This  will  nearly  reduce  the  Lye  to  a  proper 
ftrength  for  making  of  Soap.  If  upon  weighing  a  fe¬ 
cond  time,  it  jhould  prove  too  heavy,  add  more  of  the 
weak  Lye ;  but  if  it  fioould  be  a  fmall  matter  lighter 
than  the  fiandard  weight,  it  is  of  no  sonfequence.  All 
the  inftruments  employed  in  this  procefs  Jhould  be  either 
cf  wood,  earthen  ware,  or  glafs.  If  iron  or  pewter  be 
employed,  the  Lye  will  corrode  them,  and  grow  black ; 
hut  upon  ftanding,  depofite  a  fediment,  grow  clear  again , 
and  be  fit  for  ufe.  If  this  Lye  be  employed  for  medici¬ 
nal  purpofes,  copper  Jhould  never  be  made  ufe  of,  for 
reafons  fufficiently  obvious . 

ALMOND  SOAP. 

Take  of  frefli  drawn  Oil  of  Almonds,  as  much  as 

you  pleafe,  *  *  * 

The  Lye  for  making  Soap,  three  times  as 
much  by  meafure, 

P  p  Digeft 
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Digefl:  them  together  for  fame  hours  In  fuch  a  heat 
as  they  may  but  juft  funnier,  and  they  will  unite.  Boil 
the  liquor  a  little,  and  it  will  grow  tranfparent  and 
flimy,  and  when  cold  appear  like  jelly  :  Throw  in*, 
by  little  at  a  time,  fome  common  fait,  till  it  lofes  its 
fliminefs.  Continue  the  boiling  till  a  drop  of  it  on 
a  tile  coagulates,  and  the  water  runs  from  it;  put 
out  the  fire,  and  the  foap  will  gradually  arife  on  the 
top  of  the  liquor  ;  before  it  is  quite  cold,  pour  it 
into  a  wooden  mould  with  a  cloth  bottom  ;•  at  length 
take  it  out,  .and  lay  it  afide  till  it  is  grown  of  fuf- 
ficient  hardnefs. 

Oil  of  Almonds  is  dearer ,  not  better,  or  to  be  diftinguifh*  d 
from  fallad  Oil  when  made  into  Soap .  'The  ftmmering  of 
the  Oil  and  Lye  together  ought  to  be  extremely  gentle  % 
otherwife  the  aqueous  Parts  will  evaporate  before  the 
Soap  is  formed ,  and  an  empyreuma  be  unavoidable .  In 
this  laft  pro cefs,  every  thing  metalline  ought  to  be  avoid¬ 
ed  *,  for  if  Iron  or  Pewter  be  made  ufe  of  the  Soap 
will  he  difcoloured ,  and  copped  utenfils ,  which  are  the 
worft  of  the  three ,  will  manifeftly  be  corroded ,  unlefs  an 
extraordinary  deal  of  care  be  taken.  Soap  may  conveniently 
he  made  in  a  low  cut  glafs  body  fet  upon  warm  fund,  or 
in  a  well  glazed  earthen  or  ft  one  ware  vejfel.  If  be¬ 
fore  the  Soap  comes  to  the  requifite  degree  of  clearnefs , 
the  Lye  feems  to  be  almofi  evaporated,  a  little  frefh 
*  weak  Lye  jhoiildbe  added *,  and  in  fuch  a  cafe  the  com¬ 
mon  Salt  may  be  dijfolved  in  water  before  it  is  put  in. 
In  floor t,  to,  make  this  Soap  with  the  requifite  degrees 
of  purity  and  perf elation ,  a  great  deal  of  attention  and 
time  is  ne'ceffary ,  and  I  cannot  help  being  fill  of  opinion 
that  it  is  not  to  be  expelled  that  the  apothecaries  will 
prepare  it  one  jot  better ,  if  fo  well  as  the  foap  A  oilers. 
It  may  either  have  too  much  of  the  Alkaline ,  or  take 
up  fome  of  the  common  fait ,  alt  ho*  the  rules  above 
fhould  he  tolerably  well  obferved.  *  The  following  me¬ 
thod  therefore  of  purifying  Soap  feems  better  calculated 

;  '  *  for 
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for  medicinal  purpofes.  Diffolve  over  the  fire  in  Spirit 
op  IV me  as  much  oil  Soap  as  it  will  take  up  ;  let  the  So¬ 
lution  ftand  in  a  warm  place  till  perfectly  clear  %  de¬ 
cant  it  from  the  faces ,  and  difiill  off  the  Spirit  % 
exp  of e  the  Soap  to  the  open  air ,  and  it  will  grow  fuf « 
ficiently  hard:  by  this  means ,  if  there  is  any  common, 
cr  too  much  Alkaline  Salt ,  it  will  be  feparated  in  the 
faces,  and,  ij  too  much  Oil ,  it  will  fwim  on  the  Spirit , 
and  may  be  eafily  fcummed  off  before  the  dift illation . 

SAL  SENNERTI,  MS- 

This  is  now  named  Sal  Diureticus  ;  with  what  pro¬ 
priety  I  Jhall  not  enquire ,  but  enter  immediately  into 
the  alterations  which  the  Committee- have  made  in  dire  Sl¬ 
ing  this  prccefs.  As  the  whitenefs  of  this  preparation 
depends  upon  the  gentle  manner  of  melting  the  Salt ,  they 
have  given  a  mark  to-  know  when  it  is  juftly  performed 
which  is,  its  colourlefs  appearance  when  diffolved  in 
Water.  They  have  likewife  dire  Sled  to  infpiffate  the  fo- 
lution  in  a  (hallow  glafs  veffel,  ftirring  it  continually  till 
dry.  A  farther  purification  of  this  Salt  is  likewife 
ordered ,  by  diffolving  it  in  Spirit  of  Wine ,  and  ^Sepa¬ 
rating,,  it  from  its  faces  by  the  fibre.  I  have  al¬ 
ready  x< given  my  opinion  of  this  trouble fome  prepara¬ 
tion  \  and  (hall  therefore  only  caution  the  operator  to 
feparaie  the  neutral  fait ,  by  cryftallization ,  which  is 
mingled  with  moft  fixed  Alkaline  Salts ,  before *  he  adds 
it  to  the  Vinegar  otherwise  it  will  not  foliate  in  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  at  prefent  expeSled  in  the  fhops. 

SPIRITUS  SALIS  MARINI  SIMPLEX,  57-

SPIRITUS  NITRI  SIMPLEX,  A  58. 

The  fie  two  preparations  were  improperly  called  Sim¬ 
ple,  fince  thofie  made  after  Glauber's  manner  had  an 
equal  title  to  the  appellation.  In  the  firfl ,  fubftances' 
containing  the  vitriolic  Acid  were  employed  as  an  inter-

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mediums  in  the  latter,  the  vitriolic  Acidhy  it f elf.  The 
firft  kind  is  now  omitted ,  Sprits  made  after  this  man¬ 
ner  not  being  directed  in  any  procefs  of  the  Plan  for  & 
New  Pharmacopoeia , 

S  P  JR  ITUS  NIT  R  I 
Glauberi,  b  59- 

If  this  Spirit  be  intended  to  be  made  very  ftrong  and 
pure,  the  Nitre  fhould  be  well  purified  by  cry  ft  alligation, 
and  throughly  dry'd,  before  the  vitriolic  Acid ,  which 
fhould  be  highly  dephlegmed ,  is  added  to  it. 

AQUA  FORTIS,  P-6 o* 

In  the  room  of  the  Aqua  Fortis  with  Nitre  and  Bant - 
zick  Vitriol,  a  compound  Aqua  Fortis  is  directed  •,  which 
is  made  by  adding  one  dram  of  common  Salt  to  fifteen 
ounces  of  Aqua  Fortis ,  and  then  diftilling  it  to  drynefs .

The  procefs  for  Aqua  Regia  is  omitted,  as  this  men* 
ftrmim  is  rarely  kept  in  the  J hops ,  and  feldom  or  never 
'nfed  for  medicinal  purpofes .

Great  alteration  is  made  in  this  procefs :  two  pounds 
of  r edified  Spirit  of  Wine  are  order'd  to  a  pound  of 
Glauber's  Spirit  of  Nitre .  The  Committee ,  in  the  pre¬ 
face  to  the  Plan,  are  pleafed  to  take  notice  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  pointed  out  in  the  remark  on  this  procefs  in  the  Re¬ 
view,  and  likewife  of  Hoffman's  cautious  method  of 
mixing  the  two  ingredients,  which  ftands  there  recom¬ 
mended  ;  and  although  thefe  gentlemen  fie em  to*  fight  the 
danger,  and  to  condemn ,  as  too  circumftantial ,  Hoff - 
man's  dir  ell  ions,  yet  upon  duely  examining  the  procefs  as 
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fet  down  in  the  Plan ,  they  evidently  have  had  due  re¬ 
gard  to  both,  in  their  emendation .  The  direction  of 
continuing  the  diftillation  only  till  what  comes  over  fer¬ 
ments  with  a  fixt  Alkaline  Salt ,  is  fufficiently  trouble - 
fome  and  unartful.  If  the  Spirit  of  Wine  be  highly  de- 
phlegm  ed,  and  fix  parts ,  inf  e  ad  of  four ,  be  added,  and 
the  Spirit  of  Nitre  be  pure  and  flrong ;  almofl  the 
whole  mixture  will  rife  in  the  heat  of  a  water-bath, 
be  greatly  odorous,  and  fufficiently  dulcified,  fo  as  not  to 
give  any,  or  but  very  little  marks  of  acidity  upon  the 
affufion  of  an  Alkali.  The  fpirit  of  Nitre  Jhould  be  di - 
filled  from  equal  parts  offirong  Oil  of  Vitriol  and  well 
dried  Nitre,  with  a  gentle  fire :  and  the  Spirit  of  Wine 
Jhould  be  drawn  over  from  a  throughly  dried fixed  Alka¬ 
line  Salt.

The  Spirit  may  be  made  to  ferve  for  the 
fame  purpofe  again,  by  putting  Water  io  it,  which 
will  occafion  the  Oil  to  fwim  upon  the  top,  which  is  to 
be  carefully  fcummed  off,  and  the  Spirit  afterwards 
d.ephJegmated  by  rectification .

Phe  Committee  have  now  directed  the  preparation  of 
this  Salt  in  the  fame  manner  and  inftruments  which  the 
xhe'mifis  employ.  Inftead  of  fixed  Alkaline  Salt,  Chalk 
is  made  ufe  of  two  pounds  of  which  are  added  to  one 
of  the  Sal  Armoniac .  Mr.  du  Hamel  (in  the  Mem .  de 
I  Acad,  des  Science  1735)  ufes  the  fame  proportion  of 
Chalk  and  Sal  Armoniac  %  and  obferves  that  a,  greater 
quantity  of  volatile  Salt  is  obtainable  from  this  mixture 
than  from  the  common  ones .

I  am  fully  per funded 
that  there  are  many  fill  remaining  which  I  have  not  ob¬ 
jected  to 5  more  than  are  necejfary  for  the  furniture  of 
an  apothecary* s  fbop :  neverthelefs  I  will  venture  to  re¬ 
commend  one  from  a  fpice ,  the  product  of  our  own plan¬ 
tations^  Pimento.  Phis  yields  a  fine  aromatick  Oil  in 
great  plenty y  which  may  be  eafily  obtained  in  fufficient 
quantity  to  anfwer  the  ufual  demands ,  by  the  common 
infir uments ,  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  fophifticated  Oils  we 
pur  chafe  from  abroad .

a  manner ,  as  to  occafton  my  former  remark  in  p.  77. 
Since  the  publication  of  the  Committee9 s  laft  remarks % 
I  carefully  repeated  the  experiment  with  common  blue 
Vitriol ,  which  I  calcined  at  two  different  times  ;  both 
the  calces  were  of  a  dark  red  colour.  I  then  mixed  one- 
part  of  the  calcined  Vitriol  with  two  parts  of  well- 
dry9  d  Sal  Afmoniac ,  and  ground  them  together  in  a 
brafs  mortar  with  a  glafs  peftle.

Vo 
another  parcel  of  the  calx  1  added  two  parts  of  Sal  Ar* 
moniac  without  drying  it ,  and  fet  the  mixture  to  fublime  \ 
before  the  fublimation  was  finijhed ,  the  glafs  broke  \ 
this  fublimate  appeared  of  a  whitijh  colour  next  to  the

have  minuted  down  fome  further  cir  cum  fiances  for  the 
better  management  of  this  procefs.

ARGENTI  VIVI  PURIFICATIO. 

As  the  Committee  have  thought  proper  to  order 
the  Quickfilver  employed  for  Medicinal  purpofes  to  be 
diftilled ,  to  free  it  from  the  matters  it  is  but  too  fre¬ 
quently  adulterated  with  ;  it  is  pretty  remarkable  that 
in  order  to  engage  a  due  obfervance  of  this  injunction , 
they  Jhould  not  have  favoured  us  with  fome  methods  of 
facilitating  the  procefs ,  which  requires  a  good  deal  of 
circumfpe&ion  to  avoid  danger  and  lofs.  An  iron  re¬ 
tort,  or  a  fhallow  pot  with  a  head,  are  the  propereft 
infir  uments  for  this  purpofe ,  efpecially  if  large  quantities 
are  to  be  purified  or  it  may  be  performed  in  a  glafs  re¬ 
tort,  with  a  low  body  and  a  long  neck,  placed  in  a  good 
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fand-furnace,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  that  the  neck  may 
incline  conftderably,  fo  that  the  elevated  Mercury  may 
run  immediately  into  the  receiver,  which  may  be  filled 
almoft  to  the  neck  of  the  retort  with  Water .  It  may 
he  known  if  Mercury  Jlands  in  need  of  this  'purification, 
by  expo  [mg  a  little  of  it  in  a  crucible  to  the  fire  for  if 
it  is  impure ,  it  will  leave  fome  faeces  behind .

Th$  fixft  method  of  making  this  prepay ation*  is  now 
emitted  (fujficient  reafons  for  which  fee  in  the  note

But  if  I  rightly  guefs  what  is  aimed  at  in  thefe  prepara¬ 
tions  by  the  contrivers  of  them ,  and  expelled  from  this 
precipitate  by  the  preferiber ,  it  would  be  a  more  frugal 
and  fcientifical  method  to  employ  Mercury  in  fie  ad  of 
Salts  to  corrofive  fublimate ,  and  fublimation  infiead  of

This  is  directed  to  be  made  with  a  pe¬ 
culiar  kind  of  Aqua  Fortis  drawn  from  a  little  common 
Salt.  See  Aqua  Fortis  Comp  oft  t a .  The  Committee  have 

judiciou/ly 
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judicionjly  ordered,  in  the  Plan ,  this  preparation  to  he 
*nade  in  a  vejfel  with  a  broad  bottom  \  for  by  this 
means  the  fire  will  aft  more  equally  on  the  whole  mafs , 
the  operation  be  f doner  performed ,  and  the  corrofeve 
Mercury  be  of  a  more  uniform ftrength  and  colour .  The 
bright  fparkling  appearance ,  which  this  preparation  has 
when  well  made *  ought  to  be  infefted  on  as  a  mark  of 
its  Jlrength  And  goodnefs ;  for  if  too  much  or  too  little 
of  the  Aqua  Regia  be  evaporated,  it  is  in  vain  to  ex- 
pedt  it  *,  and  if  it  is  adulterated  by  a  mixture  of  red 
Lead,  it  will  difc'over  it  by  its  duller  hue . 

ARCANUM  CORALLINUM,  p.  88. 

The  Committee  are  pleafed  to  obferve ,  that  the  name 
Arcanum  does  not  mean  a  fecret  known  only  to  fome 
adept,  but  implies  no  more  than  a  medicine  which 
produces  its  effedt  by  fome  hidden  property.  Whe¬ 
ther  the  word  Arcanum Jlgnifies  a  medicine  whofe  com - 
p oft t ion  is  a  fecret ,  or  whofe  effetis  are  produced  by 
fome  fecret  caufe ,  it  is  juftly  expunged,  fence  it  is  not 
a  fpecific  appellation  of  this  preparation ,  but  may  be  as 
properly  applied  Jo  many  others,  at  the  fame  time  that 
it  plainly  intimates  one  whofe  virtues  are  uncommon 
and  extraordinary ;  and  admitting  it  Jo  be  taken  in  the 
fenfe  of  Paracelfus,  whofe  fupercilious  ignorance  me¬ 
rits  our  fcorn  and  indignation,  though  that  is  not  the 
common  acceptation  of  the  word,  the  title  would  ft  and 
thus ,  The  Coralline  medicine  which  produces  its 
effedt  by  fome  hidden  (i.  e.  fecret)  property.

At  firft  view ,  this  formula  appears  as  if  defigncd  for 
making  the  Regulus  of  Antimony,  injlead  of  what  is 
improperly  called  its  Sulphur ;  the  proportion  of 
the  far  tar  to  the  Nitre  excellently  fits  it  for  this  pur- 
pofe  5  to  adapt  it  to  the  latter ,  the  Tartar  fhould  he 
rather  fomewhat  lefs  in  quantity  than  the  Nitre :  or 
this  might  be  prepared  in  a  cheaper  manner  *  by  fluxing 
me  part  of  any  fix'd  Alkaline  Salt  with  fomewhat  lefs 
than  double  its  weight  of  Antimony .  The  mafs ,  when 
cold,  is  to  be  pulverifed ,  boiled  in  water ,  filtred  and 
precipitated  with  any  Acid .  The  Spi?it  of  Salt ,  which 
is  here  directed  to  be  ufed  injlead  of  diftilled  Vinegar , 
is  allowed  in  compliance  to  the  prattle e  of  the  chemifis , 
who  make  ufe  of  it  as  the  cheapeji  Acid  they  can  pro¬ 
cure  *  andpoffibly  there  may  be  no  real  difference  in  the 
preparation ,  whatever  Acid  be  employed ,  provided  it  be 
Sufficiently  edulcorated  with  Water .

Whether 
fa  great  a  length  of  time  is  abfolutcly  neceffary  for  the 
perfeit  dijfolution  of  the  Vipers  in  Wine  when  Spirits  are 
added  to  it ,  I  cannot  fay  ;  but  have  known  it  perform - 
id  in  much  lefs  time  in  Wine  alone.  I  have  already 
given  my  reafons  for  the  preference  of  dry9d  Vipers  to 
frejh  ones ,  and  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  tt/ing  of  live 
ones  is  a  little  fuperfiitious^as  perhaps  the  very  exhibition 
it f elf  of  the  Viper  in  this  form  likewife  is.  To  anfwer 
my  valuable  pnrpofe,  a  celebrated  author  prefers  the  Vi¬ 
per  in  fulfil ance.)  or  a  jelly  drawn  from  it  :  He  likewife 
\  ajfures . 
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ajjures  us  that  he  has  known  very  good  effects  from  a 
Wine  in  which  dry’d  Vipers  had  been  digefted  for  two 
or  three  days  without  heat.

In  the  Plan ,  the  Saffron  is  omitted  as  an  ufelefs  in¬ 
gredient.

But 
what  is  of  more  moment ,  though  fitrprijingly  overlook’d 
by  all  the  Pharmaceutical  writers ,  the  precipitation  of 
the  Opium ,  which  happens  upon  keeping  this  tinc¬ 
ture ,  is  very  conftderable :  fo  that  this  foliation?  when 
newly  prepared ,  is  perhaps  a  fourth  part  ftronger 
than  when  it  has  flood  any  time.  Phis  inconvenience  is 
fomewhat  leffen’d  by  the  omiffion  of  the  Saffron  ;  but 
may  be  prevented  by  employing  a  larger  quantity  of  the 
menftruum.  As  this  preparation  is  nfually  kept  a  con - 
Jlderable  time ,  it  might  have  been  convenient  to  have 
Jirengthen’d  the  Wine  with  the  addition  of  a  fimall  quan¬ 
tity  of  reblify’d  Spirit . 

In  the  general  note  upon  thefe  Wines  common  Proof 
Spirit  is  allowed  to  be  ufed  in  the  room  of  French 
Brandy  dire  bled  in  the  Review ,  but  a  highly  reblified 
Spirit  is  more  proper  for  this  purpofe  than  either.  Ihe 
Committee  have  likewife  added  to  this  head  two  new 
compofitions ,  Vinum  Aloeticum  Alkalinum  inftead  of 
the  Elixir  Proprietacis  Helmontii  ( which  fee )  and  the 
following :

The  Committee  omit  this  Syrup ,  fmce  Rhubarb  (as 
they  are  pleafed  to  fay)  is  as  eafly  taken  in  other  forms % 
and  the  tafte  of  it  cannot  be  made  agreeable  by  any  ad¬ 
dition  of  Sugar .  If  this  objection  was  apply*  d  to  fever  al 
other  Syrups ,  their  number  would  be  conjiderably  leffen'd.

In  part  of  the  juice,  then  drained  and  added  to  the 
reft  of  the  juice,  which  is  to  be  previoufly  boiled  down 
to  a  proper  conjifience.  The  Cinnamon  and  Nutmegs , 
which  were  objected  to  in  the  former  note  on  this  Syrupy 
as  unnecejfary ,  and  kfis  agreeable  than  the  Ginger ,  are 
fill  retained  in  the  Plan :  but  the  Cinnamon  is  cer¬ 
tainly  an  improper  fpite ,  andj  as  well  as  the  Nutmegs ,

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a  trivial  ingredient  in  the  quantity  here  ordered.  Pimento 
is  a  fpice  much  cheaper  than  any  of  thefe ,  a  circum- 
ftance  deferving  fame  regard  in  a  common  Syrup ,  and  in 
point  of  tafie  and  fmell  equal  to  a  mixture  of  the  three 
fpices  above.  Phis  therefore  might  be  well  introduced  here 
in  the  room  of  all  the  reft ,  to  the  advantage  of  the  unit 
formity ,  elegance  and  fimplicity  of  the  medicine .

Phis  Syrup  is  now  expunged  for  although  the  Hepar 
Sulphur  is  is  a  powerful  preparation  of  Sulphur ,  yet  in 
the  form  of  a  Syrup  it  becomes  too  naufeous  to  be  taken . 

♦CONFECTIO  ALKERMES,  AH1- 

Inftead  of  the  Cinnamon  in  powder ,  half  a  fcruple  of 
Oil  of  Cinnamon  is  mixed  with  the  ConfeSfion  as  foon 
as  it  is  cold .  The  mixture  might  be  made  more  uniform , 
by  grinding  the  Oil  in  a  mortar  with  about  an  ounce  of 
the  Sugar,  and  then  adding  it  to  the  reft  ;  tho*  ftill  this 
in  my  opinion  would  not  be  equal  to  the  tin  Si  ure  propofed 
in  the  former  note  \  for  the  Oil  is  commonly  grievoujly 
adulterated ,  makes  the  medicine  come  out  much  dearer , 
and  its  flavour  more  apt  to  fly  off.

Left  it  fhould 
he  fufpeffed  that  a  Jingle  one  of  the  cheaper  Left  a  ^ 
cea  ought  to  he  preferred  to  the  three  above  articles ,  I 
fhall  venture  to  communicate  to  the  puhlick  the  reafons 
on  which  the  Committee  have  founded  their  alteration: 
The  Amber,  they  fay\  contributes  no  virtue  ;  and 
the  Hartfhorn  but  little  ;  and  the  Phyfician  does  not 
depend  in  every  cafe,  in  any  particular  manner,  upon 
the  Bezoar  as  an  exp  refs  ingredient :  fhefie  three  in¬ 
gredients  therefore  are  no  longer  retained ;  hut  the  com -

Diaphoretic  Antimony  appears  to  them  an  unfit 
ingredient  in  a  purge  \  nor  can  they  imagine  that  cry« 
ftals  of  Tartar  can  affift  the  operation  of  Scammony. 
Thefe  conjectures  appear  of  weighty  when  the  articles 
are  feparately  confidered;  but  it  requires  an  experiment 
to  determine  whether  diaphoretic  Antimony  and  cryflals 
of  Tartar,  ground  together ,  do  not  prove  of  more  cffi- 
cacy  than  is  commonly  expelled.  It  is  pojfible  that  thefe. 
ingredients  do  little  more  fervice  than  divide  the  Scam - 
mony,  and  by  this  means  render  it  a  little  more  faluble% 
and  lefs  adhejive ,  and  confidently  promote  its  purgative 
quality ,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  becomes  lefs  griping.

But  furely  Cloves ,  Cinnamon  and  Ginger ,  are 
too  many  J pices  in  a  purgative  powder,  if  the  Cinna¬ 
mon  was  not  liable  to  objection  upon  another  account . 
The  fir  ft  feems  to  be  the  moft  eligible  in  many  refpeUs , 
and  will  effebiually  anfwer  any  purpofe  which  can  be 
expected  from  the  three.  Pimento,  the  produti  of  our. 
own  plantations ,  is  a  [pice  lefs  liable  to  abufes ,  cheaper ,

The  Her  mo  daily  Is ,  Co  ft  us  and  Cummin-feeds  unneceffa- 
tily  increafe  the  bulk  of  this  medicine ,  and  are  therefore 
mnittedy  and  half  a  dram  of  Oil  of  Caraways  judicioufiy 
added :  if  the  Oil  is  mixed  with  the  Speciesy  and  well 
rubbed  together  with  them  before  they  are  added  to  the 
Honey y  it  will  be  more  equally  fpread  throughout  the  com- 

pofitim • 

CONFECTlO  ARCHIGEN1S,  5m<58. 

This  is  the  Paulina  of  Ariftarchus,  and  is  now  f aid 
to  be  brought  back  to  its  firfl  form  and  author.  Cin¬ 
namon  is  fubftituted  for  the  Indian  Nardf  white  Syrup 
for  the  hyfterick  Syrupy  and  the  Saffron  is  omitted.  Thefe 
alterations  evidently  improve  the  Confediion  :  But  ft  ill 
the  Committee  feem  to  have  paid  too  great  a  refpedt  to 
this  medicine ,  and  not  to  have  cor  re  tied  it  with  the  free¬ 
dom  which  they  have  laudably  exercifed  upon  other  com- 
pofftions .  The  reduction  of  a  medicine  to  its  ancient 

form 
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form  may  have  no  manner  of  tendency  to  its  improve¬ 
ment.  One  of  the  Peppers  muft  furely  be  looked  upon 
as  a  fupernumerary  article .-  S  tor  ax  does  not  feem  to  be 
a  fui table  ingredient  in  a  mixture  containing  Galbannm  • 
and  Cajlor :  its  agreeable  fragrancy  and  particular  vir¬ 
tue  are  here  loft ;  nor  is  it  to  be  dtftinguifhed  whether  in 
the  compofition  or?iot.  1 he  common  ftrained  $  tor  ax  of 
the  J, hops  is  grievoujly  adulterated ,  fo  as  not  to  refemble 
at  all  the  purer  kinds  of  S tor ax  in  the  tear,  which  are 
now  and  then  to  be  met  with .  ‘There  are  two  methods 
of  reducing  this  medicine  to  a  tolerable  degree  of  unifor¬ 
mity  and  elegancy  :  the  one ,  by  fubftituting  Valerian  in- 
ftead  of  the  Coftus ,  omitting  the  Storax ,  and  increafing 
the  quantity  of  Galbanum  in  its  room,  and  retaining  on¬ 
ly  one  of  the  Peppers  :  the  other ,  by  throwing  out  all 
the  fetid  ingredients ,  and  retaining  only  fuch  as  are  re¬ 
markably  grateful,  along  with  the  Opium  \  fuch  are  Cin¬ 
namon,  Pepper,  pure  and  fragrant  Storax,  and  Opium , 

CONFECTIO  RALEGHANA,  9- 
The  College  had  received  this  enormous  collection 
of  materials  upon  no  good  authority  :  The  Committee 
therefore  confined  themfelves  to  the  original  Receipt 
in  Mr.  Boyle’s  Works,  which  they  found  to  agree 
with  a  Receipt  Hill  in  the  family  of*  the  original  au¬ 
thor,  except  that  in  one  or  two  of  the  ingredients, 
the  proportions  differ’d.  They  likewife  have  examined 
apart  the  ingredients  of  which  the  Extract  was  faid  to 
be  compofed,  by  making  an  Extract  from  each  of 
them  :  Several  were  extremely  naufeous  \  fame  few  of 
a  tolerable  tafle  and  flavour  :  thefe  were  mixed  in  dif¬ 
ferent  proportions  j  and  when ,  after  many  trials,  a 
compofition  was  approved,  the  proportion  of  the  ma¬ 
terials  was  nicely  calculated.  An  Extract  of  Carda¬ 
mom-feeds  retained  a  great  degree  of  their  grateful  fla¬ 
vour  \  and  one  obtained  from  Zedoary  had  the  exception -  ^ 
able  flavour  of  the  root  meliorated :  Saffron  loft  nothing 
agreeable  in  being  reduced  into  this  form  :  the  Ros  Solis, 

U  u  though 
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though  adored  by  the  vifionary  gentlemen,  the  che* 
mical  adepts,  appeared  to  them  exceptionable  ;  its 
flower  is  too  Email  for  the  ufual  demand  of  this  medi¬ 
cine  ;  and  the  plant  is  poffeffed  of  hurtful  qualities, 
as  is  experienced  in  cattle  which  feed  where  it  grows.* 

This  medicine  is  confiderably  improved  by  the  pains 
which  the  Committee  have  beftowed  upon  it .  But  as 
there  is  ft  ill  room  for  a  farther  amendment ,  1  Jhall  give 
it  as  it  ftands  in  the  Flan ,  and  then  make  fome  remarks 
on  it.

The  Committee  have  made  the 
fir /I  alteration  to  render  the  Pill  lefs  ungrateful  to  the 
ltomach.  The  Oil  of  Cloves  was  too  much,  before  the 
Colcquintida  was  reduced ,  and  therefore  the  reduction  of 
this  became  now  more  necejfary.  I  am  ftrongly  led  to 
fufpett ,  from  more  mature  confederation,  that  the  liberal 
ufe  of  hot  pungent  Oils ,  which  I  approved  in  my  for¬ 
mer  note  on  the  Pilule  Cochin  Maj ores,  in  thefe  compa¬ 
ctions ,  is  not  well  grounded :  they  may  ferve  to  warm 
the  ftomach,  and  therefore  make  the  Pul  fet  feme  what 
eafeer  at  firft,  preventing  a  naufea  which  frequently 
happens ;  but  when  the  Pill  comes  to  be  fomewhat  dife 
felved,  and  to  exert  itfelf  in  the  inteftines ,  thefe  kinds 
of  Oils  muft  have  dangerous  effects,  and  inftead  of  cor - 
reding  the  virulent  effect  of  the  Colocynth,  increafe  it. 
Alkaline  Salts,  or  rather  Soaps ,  are  the  proper  correctors 
of  thefe  kinds  of  purgatives.  But  to  fpeak  freely,  there 
appears  to  me  too  much  regard  paid  in  the  compilation 
cf  Difpenfatories ,  to  feme  particular  drugs,  among 
which  this  is  one,  and  which  antiquity  feems  to  have 
made  facred .  It  would  therefore  greatly  tend  to  the 
i advancement  of  phyfic ,  the  fafety  of  mankind,  and  the 
honour  of  the  College,  to  rejeCt  cut  of  all  their  ftand- 
ard  forms  fetch  articles  as,  from  general  obfervation,Jhall 
have  been  found  unfafe  or  poifonous  :  and  the  publick 
has  feme  reafen  to  expeCl  this  from  a  fet  of  gentle¬ 
men,  who  have  already  condemned  and  thrown  out  one 

femple 
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fimple  preparation  as  poifonous,  which  a  century  cr  two 
had  looked  upon  as  falutary ,  or  at  leafi  perfectly  innocent.

If  this  Water  be  drawn  fo  low  as  the  Committee  di- 
recfl  the  Vinegar  will  make  it  foul  and  turbid ,  and  no 
addition  will  be  able  to  conceal  the  ungrateful  tafte.  which 
proceeds  from  the  laft  runnings.

Tint!  tire  contained  nothing  at  all  of  lead  in  it :  But>> 
upon  a  frejh  and  clofer  examination ,  1  am  obliged  to  al¬ 
ter  my  opinion  \  and  therefore  agree  with  the  Committee , 
//toTin£tura  Saturnina  ( the  name  given  it  in  the  Flan) 
is  a  fpecific  appellation  of  this  preparation ,  fince ,  upon  a 
careful  analyfis ,  z7  sew  found  really  to  contain  lead.  Moft 
of  the  modern  writers  in  phyfick  look  upon  the  internal

This  compofition ,  which  the  Committee  have  at  length 
favour9 d  us  with ,  is  fufficiently  elegant ,  and  well  con¬ 
trived  for  the  purpofes  it  is  deftgned ;  But  the  BaU 
fam  of  ’Tolu ,  recommended  in  p.  255,  feems  to  me  a  more 
fuitable  ingredient  than  the  Frankincenfe  or  Labdanum ? 
and  therefore  might  well  fupply  the  place  of  them  both , 
ifpecially  fince  the  latter  is  rarely  to  be  met  with  in  any 
degree  of  purity  or  perfection .  The  Cinnamon  is  a  well - 
chofen  ingredient ,  as  fomewhat  of  a  powder  is  neceffary 
in  this  form ,  to  preferve  a  due  conftfience  in  the  Plaijler 
when  apply9 d  to  thejlontach ,

UNGUENTUM  SIMPLEX, 

Take  of  Cured  Hogs-lard  two  pounds, 

Rofe- water  three  ounces. 

Beat  the  Lard  with  the  Water  till  they  are  well 
tnixed,  then  melt  it  over  a  foft  fire,  and  fet  it  by  till 
the  Water  fubfides :  afterwards  pour  off  the  Lard 
from  the  Water,  and  work  it,  by  fhaking  it  and  beat¬ 
ing  it  inceffantly  till  cold,  into  a  light  and  fcarcely 
cohering  mafs ;  then  add  as  much  EfTence  of  Lemons 
as  will  give  it  a  grateful  fmell.
